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Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a disc containing excerpts from computer games and associated background 
information. It was distributed with Issue 52 of the "Official XBox 360 Magazine". 

The majority of game demonstrations and reviews are not of a violent nature but some others 
contain intense descriptions and depictions of violence and cruelty. These presentations will be 
disturbing to children, and in the case of younger teenagers is likely to have the effect of 





trivialising violence, especially urban street violence, through presenting this behaviour as 
entertaining and rewarding. The quick, condensed format of these components, removed from 
the context of the games, intensifies the effect of the violence depicted. Therefore the availability 
of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good unless it is restricted to players over 
the age of 16 years. 

Considerations under s3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 have been 
weighed against the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. Given the 
manner, extent and degree to which the publication deals with matters of violence and cruelty a 
limit on its availability to older teenagers and adults is considered to be a reasonable and 
demonstrably justifiable restriction. This limitation on the publication's availability is the 
minimum restriction that can be applied in order to prevent likely injury to the public good.
